Anotuer damper for Germany. No sooner has the 
Queen's speech assured the valorous Teutons that 
they shall have to fight their own battles, than Prince 
Gortschakoff informs them that any attempt on their 
part to break the peace on the Rhine will draw a 
Russian army across the Vistula. The diplomatic 
mode of communicating this information is, to issue a 
circular from the Chancellery at St. Petersburgh to 
the Russian Envoys at the German Courts, stating 
that if Germany goes to war on behalf of Austria, “the 
political equilibrium resulting from the treaties by 
which theGermanic Confederation is constituted will be 
destroyed.” The treaties in question are those ratified 
at Vienna in 1814-15, and their great object was to 
adjust the different states of Europe to each other in 
respect of territory, population, and the other ele- 
ments of national power, so that no one of them 
might henceforth have any chance of acquiring a 
preponderance dangerous to the rest. If this “ poli- 
tical equilibrium” be once effectually broken, the 
great end of all the arrangements of the Congress of 
Vienna is sacrificed; and if it be broken by the 
Germanic Confederation, which was itself one of 
those arrangements, that Confederation forfeits its 
raison d’étre, and affords to the European Powers 
the very same grounds for its “dissolution as those 
which in 1814 induced them to create it. This is 
what Prince Gortschakoff implies by his circular, and 
it is instructive to obscrve that if Russia should be in- 
duced in the present quarrel to take up arms in behalf of 
France, her Minister for Foreign Affairs will allege, 
as her motive for doing so, the maintenance of that 
very Balance of Power which is invoked by Lord 
Ellenborough as requiring England to commit her- 
self to the cause of Austria. Each diplomatist thinks 
his neighbour too strong, and the remote power too 
weak. Lord Ellenborough thinks of Cherbourg, 
while Prince Gortschakoff has his eye on the Danu- 
bian Principalities. It is the story of the gold and 
silver shield over again. 

But this is not by any means the only contradic- 
diction which is presented to us at the present day 
in connexion with the Balance of Power. Alison 
and the other historians of the Congress of Vienna 
inform us, that the leading principle on which 
the conquests of Napoleon were redistributed by the 
Congress was “to strengthen the second rate States, 
bordering on France, from the weakness of which 
she had always been able to make successful irrup- 
tions from her own territories, before the more dis- 
tant Sovereigns could come to their support.” 
With this view, Piedmont received the territory of 
Genoa, Flanders was annexed to Holland, aad the 
French acquisitions on the Rhine divided between 
Holland and Prussia. In less than half a century 
after this distribution, we find a French Emperor 
carrying out its principles, and English diplo- 
matists inclined to regard the act as a casus belli. 
France now wishes to strengthen the frontier 
state of Piedmont and proclaims Victor Emmanuel 
II., King of Lombardy. Bye and bye we shall pro- 
bably hear of him being proclaimed King of Venice, 
and shall witness the realization of what our fathers 
thought one of the best securities against French 
ambition, namely, a powerful and 
kingdom of Northern Italy. When this occurs, 
English statesmen will be found, we suppose, to urge 
us to take up arms to redress the Balance of power, 
and check the growth of French influence in Italy. 
If, besides this, a French Prince is seated on the throne 
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not even herself, complains of it. The earthquake 
of Lisbon dealt a fatal blow to the greatness of Por- 
tugal; an invasion of the sea might do the same to- 
day for Holland. Innumerable agencies, in a word, 
are at work on the political structures of the 
world. They are widened, and strengthened, and 
embellished ; they are sapped, and defaced, 
and overthrown, and the maintenance of any 
status quo for one hour longer than its own intrinsic 
merits can sustain it, is a chimera, and an attempt to 
galvanize a corpse. If Austrian rule had been bene- 
ficial, or merely tolerable, to any considerable portion 
of her Italian subjects, and quasi-subjects, these would 
not now be of one mind to face every extremity of 
fire and sword, rather than endure her detested yoke 
any more. Nor ought the free people of these king- 
doms to allow any doctrine so precarious in its founda- 
tions, so shifting and transitory in its aspects, and so 
encompassed with contradictions, as that now appealed 
to, at once by Prince Gortschakoff and Lord Ellen- 
borough, to lead them to violate the plain rules of 
morality, and their surest political instincts, in feed- 
ing the Moloch of Austrian despotism with any 
further sacrifices of the blood and tears and tortures 
of a noble and long-suffering race. 


Tue country was not disappointed when it was an- 
nounced that the leaders of the Opposition had de- 
cided upon accepting the challenge thrown down to 
them by Lord Derby, and that with as little delay as 
possible the strength of parties was to be tested by a 
motion against Ministers. Even Mr. Disraeli de- 
clares that he has no fault to find with the course 
adopted, assuming that it is advantageous to know 
whether or not the country possesses the confidence 
of the House. 

The present attitude of the Government being one 
of conscious strength, there is nothing they desire 
more than a speedy settlement of this question—be- 
sides they feel that a crisis has arisen which requires 
that an almost undivided attention should be 
devoted to foreign affairs, and that in order to devote 
this attention, it is absolutely necessary that the 
irritating and distracting efforts of domestic faction 
should be first got rid of. With their opponents it 
was quite clear that no compromise could have been 
effected, the contest being, in fact, one of a personal 
nature. The tactics of the Opposition are torepresent 
the present Government as so essentially Tory, and 
obstrucivte in its character, that it is quite impossible 
anything good can emanate from it. Lord Derby 
and his party they say are hampered by the tradi- 
tions and prejudices of the Tory school of halfa 
century ago, and, should he be permitted to retain 
the seals of office, something terrible must happen to 
England. War abroad and an obstructive and 
retrograde policy at home are not the worst of the 
calamities which, it is darkly hinted, a continuance 
of such a Ministry in power must entail upon us. 
Now Mr. Disraeli, in his admirable speech on Tuesday 
evening, has declared “ peace ” and “ progress” to be 
the two leading features in the policy of the present 
government, and we believe that the country will 
accept that declaration. The policy of the Derbyites 
was essentially progressive in its character previous to 


the dissolution, and there is no reason to believe that it 
will be less so now that an admixture of new blood 


has been infused into it. In the present Parliament, 
we have a considerable number of new men, who 
possess, we may be certain, a large amouat of that 
energy and restless activity which is always displayed 
by those members who take their seats in the House 
for the first time. The only perceptible difference 
between many of these novices and their predeces- 
sors is that they are novices, and that whereas the 
majority of the old hands were sent to Parliament, 
chiefly for the purpose of keeping the Tories out, and 
crying up Lord Palmerston, the new ones are for 
the most part inclined to give to the Derbyite ministry 
an independent support. For the rest, the new ingre- 
dients are very similar to the old—scions of nobility, 
men of property, sons of country gentlemen, merchants, 
and manufacturers witha rather plentiful sprinkling of 
representatives of the legal profession make up the 
list. Conservatives they may be in name, but they 
are nevertheless politicians of liberal and enlightened 
minds, that will expect the Government to which 
they give their support to be a progressive govern- 
ment, capable of adapting itself to the wants, the 
wishes, and the aspirations of the community. Lord 
Derby and his colleagues are aware of this—they 
know the temper of the men they lead, and 
they are prepared to lead them. It does 
not require a very great amount of political foresight 
or sagacity to perceive that it is not Lord Derby's in- 
tention to follow in the footsteps of his predecessor. 
Lord Palmerston promised much but performed 

little. Trusting to his long experience in dealing 
with political parties, he felt that he could play one 
section of his supporters against another, and for a 
time he did do with considerable success. Lord 
Derby might attempt some such game, but there is 
little fear of his doing so, for he knows well that such 
a policy may do for a time, but only for a time, and 
that, as education spreads, and the intelligence of the 
people increases, the period during which a Minister 
could be permitted to carry on such a system of 
political jugglery, must be rapidly diminished. Con- 
stituents may and do vary very considerably in their 
politics, but they are all becoming thoroughly alive 
to the absurdity of accepting specious promises, and 
oratorical flourishes that lead to nothing, in preference 
to a plain, straightforward declaration of policy that 
is now attempted to be carried out with honesty and 
truth. The true reason why the Derbyites have advan- 

ced in public estimation—at least we know it to be so 
in Ireland—is because they have faithfully endea- 

voured to carry out their professious. Mr. Deasy's 
admission at the meeting of Liberals on Monday was 

remarkable: He attributes, and rightly attributes, 

the majority which Ireland has returned in favour of 
Lord Derby to the fact that Irish interests have been 

neglected and forgotten by successive Whig Govern- 

ments, while, he might have added, it has been the 

anxious desire of the Derbyites to extend to this country 

quite as much consideration as was bestowed upon any

Paris, June 6.—The tion of the news of the 
victory of Magenta aimh fully, without need of the 
commentaries of the philosophers or the reasonings of 
orators, that it is not “the war” which is not popular, 
but that it is war itself which has no longer the power 
to awaken the passions by which alone war is fed, and 
its hideous consequences overlooked. The enthusiasm 
which should have been manifested and would have 
been some few years ago, was singularly deficient. I gave 
you the exact impression produced by the behaviour 
of the people on the occasion of the last night’s ce- 
lebration of the victory. The illuminations which 
were ordered for the public buildings did not extend 
to private dwellings, and the steps of the promenaders 
in the Champ Elysées were not arrested as they passed 
by the Marine or the Finance. Here the crowd is gene- 
rally ig mm of the better orders of well-educated 
people. he same indifference was observable all along 
the more enlightened portions of the Boulevard ; excite- 
ment did not begin till beyond the Rue Montmartre, and 
gradually increased towards the Bastille, where the in- 
fluence of the neighbourhood of Vincennes is fully felt, 
and where of course military ardour is carried to the 
highest pitch under the gentle tuition of the artillerymen 
and chasseurs who come to the Barriere to drink. But 
the citizens of Paris, the respectable, serious, responsible 
portion of the community, remained not only unmoved 
by the tale of victory and glory to French arms, but 
seemed indeed more saddened at the thought of the deadly 
carnage than joyous at the dear-bought triumph. It 
was impossible not to remember the words of the poet :— 

“ Messena piange, Sparta non ne ride,” 

and the factitious joy .seemed premature, and grated 
harshly on the nerves of those whose sons and brothers 
were amongst the combatants—perhaps amongst the 
slain. The most hopeful prognosticator of the ap- 
proaching reign of peace must have been fully satisfied 
that his theory is not so very far from the truth had he 
been present last night upon the Boulevards of Paris. 
The loss is exaggerated greatly on the side of the Aus- 
trians, no doubt, but then it is, of course, greatly di- 
minished on that of the Freneh, and we tremble at the 
idea of what the truth may be. 

At ten o’clock, perhaps, by the advice of friends, in 
order to give a little fillip to the flagging exultation of 
the crowd, the Empress drove down the Boulevard to 
the Bastille. Her Majesty was attired in white, with a 
white bonnet and feathers, which shone out prettily as 
the glare from the illuminated buildings fell on her 
figure as the carriage drove slowly by. Her ladies fol- 
lowed in three carriages, which, all moving au pas, 
seemed more like a solemn procession than a de- 
monstration of joy. About the height of the Rue 
de Richelieu, the crowd, more dense, pressed upon 
the sides of tae carriage, and was with difficulty 
kept off by the attendants. An incident to which 
I was witness gave great amusement to the populace. 
The bouquetiére stationed on the asphalte before the 
Gymnase, had drawn close to the Imperial carriage to 

e her fill of Imperial beauty. “Throw your bouquets, 
ouquetiére,” cried a voice among the people, “you will 
be most surely paid.” The woman looked round in dis- 
may. “Plus souvent!” exclaimed she (French for 
“Don’t you wish you may get it ?”) and skipped back 
toher station as fast as the crowd would permit her. 
The Empress was observed to laugh with great good 
nature at the homely but perfectly natural objection to 
speculation which the bouquetiére had evinced. 


THE FRENCH NAVY. 

MARSEILLES, JUNE 5:—On Friday the steamers in- 
tended to tow the three floating batteries now in Toulon 
Were told off, and further progress was made in the for- 
mation of the siege fleet, destined mainly, it is stated, to 
force an entrance tothe Po. They have now got their 
full complement of guns on board which can be all 
fought on a broadside. 

o any one who has recently visited Woolwich the 
arsenal at Toulon will not inspire serious apprehensions 
in its present condition. All the material and arrange- 
ments for nayal cotistfuctitn have been trans- 
fered to Mourillon, on the other side of the harbour, 
where there are five covered building slips, of 
no very great length, and the means, it is stated, 
for building ten other ships of the line, but which 
I was not fortunate enough to see. There are 
on the stocks there two liners, whose crews are already 
formed, and may be seen in the streets. The first is the 
Massena, of 100 guns and 800 horse power, and of which 
22-24ths are completed, The second ia A sister ship, 
Castiglione, of whieh 18<24ths are completed. Besides 
the liners, there are two 50-gun frigates—Gloire and 
Invincible, rapidly advancing to completion, which are 
called frigates blindées, from having their sides covered 
with iron plates. At Mourillon, it will be remembered, 
occurred in 1840 that disastrous fire which consumed the 
stores of shipb timber, valued at upwards of 
£800,000. ‘To-day the timber is stored in sheds about 
1,500 feet long, and every precaution is taken to prevent 
the recurrence of a like disaster. The steam sawmills 
have not that development and activity which may be 
witnessed at Portsmouth and other En lish naval yards.

GERMANY.

Hampure.—In consequence of the warlike ardour 
manifested by certain Governments of the petty States 
of Germany, certain persons propose that the Senate 
shall be requested to take steps for causing Hamburg to 
be separated from the Germanic Confederation, and to 
be made neutral under the guarantee of European law. 
Such a result would be an eloquent reply to the ex- 
aggerations from the north of Germany, published in the 
Augsburg Gazette. 

he Gibraltar Chronicle to the 25th May has come to 
hand. H.M. steam-frigate Vulture returned to Gibraltar 
on the 21st, from Cadiz and Tangiers. Sir James Fer- 
gusson and family left the Vulture on the 17th, and em- 
barked in the Sultan packet for England. The French 
war steamer Fulminante, with a gunboat in tow, arrived 
at Cadiz on the 19th instant, on her way to Toulon. On 
the same day three French gunboats, which had put into 


Cadiz to coal, left for Toulon. The Clamor Publico says + 


that the Spanish Government have purchased two of 
Cunard’s steamers, the Alps and the Andes. Orders 
have been given to place the fortifications of Mahon, the 
Castle Monjuich, and other forts of the Peninsula, in an 
efficient state of defence. 

On Sunday last two Austrian merchant brigs (French 
prizes) arrived in our port on their way to Marseilles, 
partly manned by French sailors, the Giovanni G., Cap- 
tain F. Martinolich, from Liverpool laden with coals, 
bound for Trieste and Venice, and the Doora Costrenjka, 
Captain G. Randich, from Antwerp, with a general cargo, 
for Trieste. They were captured by the French liner 
Eylau, on the 15th inst., in lat. 44 42 N., long. 14 50 E. 
We hear that one or two other Austrian vessels, captured 
by French cruisers, had been taken into Corfu. 

CAPTURE OF AUSTRIAN VessELS BY THE FRENCH 
IN THE ApRIATIC.—On the 8th of May, the squadron 
was before Stromboli, and there made its first capture. 
On arriving at Venice on the 16th, the number of cap- 
tures amounted, not, as has been stated, to seventeen, 
but to thirty-three. All, however, have not been sent 
into France, the Admiral having retained those which 
are freighted with coal, and those which can be armed 
to serve as vessels of war with his squadron. Coal was 
found in the Sybilla, and Concordia merchant ships, and 
in the brig Eolus, Slavonian, and Giovanni, all of which 
were going to Pola for the Austrian Government. 
Amongst other seizures was the brig Pick-Nick, 
witha cargoof 300 casks of brandy ; also, a trabacolo, 
freighted with wine; the Erminia, the Adelaide, 
and the Debro Kostrinika, with very valuable 
cargoes of mercury, perfumery, wax candle3, anthsugar ; 
and the Bonolo, with a cargo for Constantinople). In 
the latter vessel, in addition to the crew, twenty-gne 
Austrian passengers were made prisoners. Of course, 
part of the captured crews have been kept on board the 
French fleet. If the object of France was to enrich her- 
self by the war, she might easily have attained it /by 
sending into the Adriatic, at the beginning of hostikties, 
a few small steamers, that sea having been then covered 
with Austrian vessels, none of which would have es- 
caped. Among the vessels of which the loss will be most 
severely felt by Austria are those which she despatched 
from Trieste with useful objects for the army of Italy; 
in one brig, for example, were one hundred bales of 
sheets for the hospitals, and in another a considerable 
number of matches for mines, destined probably to be 
used in sieges. 

TURKEY. 

Montenecro.—The agitation in the Turco-Sclavonian 
provinces and neighbouring countries is being carried 
on very methodically. Accounts from Mostar state that 
the international commissioners have retired to Cattaro, 
with the exception of those of France and Prussia, who 
remain at Grahova. While Captain Cox, the English 
commissioner, wason his way to Cattara, a band of 
Montenegrins carried off a quantity of very important 

apers belonging to him. The road from Ragusa to 
Trebigne is occupied by the insurgents. The Turkish 
fortress of Klobuk still holds out against the insurgents, 
in spite of all their efforts to gain possession of it. Der- 
vich Pacha, the commander-in-chief of the Turkish 
troops, is concentrating his forees at Bilan. He is ex- 
pecting reinforcements froin Serajevo and Constantinople. 


MALTA. 

VALETTA, Juxe 1.—From Corfu under date 26th ult., 
I learn that 12 Austrian Lloyd’s steamers were an- 
chored within that roadstead, having taken refuge 
there ; also several merchant sailing vessels. On "4 
23d a French corvette arrived at Corfu, having ywo 
Austrian ships in tow, prizes taken in the Adrjatic. 
The line wall was crowded with spectators on their en- 
tering port; An Austrian vessel manned bya French crew 
came into Malta port ori Saturday; the master aloge was 
an Austrian, the crew having been liberated in Sicily. 
The news now only reaches Corfu via Malta, in cense- 

uence of the interruption of communication with 
Trieste. The good Corfuists—of whom many, especially 
the townspeople, are of Venetian extraction—are, I am 
told, very excited, dnd desirous to know what is going 
on in Italy. On the arrival df a ttlegtant from Malta, 
the esplanade is crowded with listeners and inquiicis. 

The fleet, under the command of Admiral Fanshawe, 
composed of eight line-of-battle ships, quitted the port 
of Malta on 3lst May, it is supposed for Naples. 

Carttre or A FRENCH Suir py Avstaians.—A most

above the temptation of the digging lottery. In one of 
my early communications I ventured to suggest the 
policy of sending out drafts from the Irish police, and 
from all I can since gather I should say for policy read 
necessity, because it is now a matter of absolute certain- 
ty that it will be utterly impossible to raise even a ske- 
leton of the force in this or the adjoining colony. <A few 
days ago two young fellows who had enrolled themselves 
as/constables in the early part of January, at the pay 
of 100 dollars per month each (£240 per an- 
hum, for nominal employment), came to Cap- 

tain Brew and tendered their resignations, and no 
doubt their few remaining comrades will also disappear 
with the snow. The permanent pay for privates in the 
police, is I understand, fixed at 9s. per day, which, con- 
trasted with the home pay, will constitute a sufficient 
allurement for volunteers, and induce 250 men to eome 
out, and form the nucleus of a regular peace force. The 
cost of sending out a few hundred men by the Central 
American route would be insignificant. 

As I write, intelligence has come up river that Colo- 

nel Moody, with a staff of engineers. is engaged in 

laying out the site of our future capital, at the mouth 

of Pitt River, which empties into the Frazer, eight miles 

nearer the sea than Langley, on the opposite side. The 

Lieutenant Governor was guided in his choice by strate- 

gical considerations, for Langley is on the American side 

only six miles from the frontier, and without any na- 

tural facilities for fortification. As tothe lot owners’ 

grievance about the government breaking faith with 

them, he has effectually stopped their mouths bp the ar- 

rangement that when the new city lots come to sale 

they will be allowed credit to the full amount of their 
purchases in the condemned capital. It would be ad- 
visable, in order that large ships trading to the Frazer 
should be ensured despatch, to have a few powerful 

steam-tugs, as in New Orleans and Liverpool, to tow 

vessels in and out in the same tides. 

The up river movement has led to numerous revela- 
tions tending to dispel the false representations of the 
American press regarding the auriferous character of 
this colony ; for many parties who have been working 
on the river bars in this district, protesting that they 
scarcely made a decent sustenance, now appear in the 
guise of capitalists anxious to make deposits in the go- 
vernment chest, previous to their departure for the 
upper country. I have seen several tidy bags of dust 
and amalgam weighed into the safe keeping of the chief 
gold commissioner, and was present when a miner named 
White, who has been sluicing on Emery’s Bar with three 
others, came to inquire the terms on which their treasure 
would be kept. In accounting for the size of their pile, 
he admitted that since the fall of the river in October, 
they have taken out 10,000 dollars, working in a rough 
and ready way, through which he is certain fully one- 
third more escaped in the tailings. He also said that 

the claim was still yielding ten dollars per working day 
clear of all expenses to each hand, but that the expecta- 
tion of great strikes alone had determined his party on 
abandoning it, and trying their future fortunes further in- 
land. Every person predicts surpassing discoveries in the 
coming season, and I am also strong in belief that as the 
auriferous deposits are traced towards their source in the 
Rocky Mountains, leads of marvellous richness, and 
quartz reefs of unequalled wealth will be brought to 
light; for, as I remarked in a former communication, 
gold does not grow on its bed, nor propagate like an 
oyster, wherever it is laid. It has its proper source, and 
however the theories of geologists may conflict on other 
points, there is but one opinion as to quartz being the 
matrix of the precious metal. Arguing on this con- 
cession, it is impossible to contravene the assertion that 
all the gold of the Frazer is purely float gold, because up 
to the present (although one reef has been recorded) no 
well authenticated quartz discovery has been made 
within the entire area of the British Columbian gold 
fields, not have any specimens of consequence been 
found showing the gold in connexion with its matrix; 
which goes further to prové that the metal has been 
thoroughly disintegrated by the innumerable concus- 
sions consequent upon its protracted water carriage ;

THE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 
Notwithstanding the still threatening aspect of the 
there was no diminution of the amount of enthusiastic 
loyalty which is always displayed towards her 
Majesty on such occasions, and at an early hour people 
began to take up their positions in the parks, and along 
the route by which the royal procession was to pass to 
the House of Parliament. There was no change in the 
arrangements which have been adhered to for many 
past years. At a few minutes before two o'clock the 
departure of the Queen from Buckingham Palace was 
announced by the firing of guns in St. James's Park. 
Her Majesty was accomyanied in her state carriag« 
drawn by eight cream-coloured horses, by his Royal 
Highness the Prince Consort, the Duke of Beaufort, 
Master of the Horse; and the Duchess of Manchester, 
the Mistress of the Robes. Other carfiages contained 
his Royal Highness Prince Arthur, her Royal Highness 
the Princess Alice, attended by the Countess of Caledon, 
the Hon. Emily Cathcart, Lord Colville, the Hon Capt. 
De Ross, the Marquis of Exeter, Lord Steward: the 
Right Hon. G. C. W. Forester, Comptroller ; and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Biddulph, Master of the Household— 
Her Majesty was escorted by a troop of Royal Morse 
Guards, and was received by a guard of honour at the 
House of Lords. Her Majesty was loudly cheered 
as she passed along by the immense multitude of per- 
sons who hadassembled. At the House of Lords it is not 
till nearly two that the scene becomes really impressive. 
From twelve o’clock and even earlier, to that time ladies 
and peers, judges, bishops, and ambassadors, come in by 
ones and twos, walk about the house and chat with their 
friends, and walk out again without any sort cf cere- 
mony, and in the case of the peers, without the stately 
robes which af.erwards play such an important part in 
the spectacle. Ladies are generally among the earliest ar- 
rivals. ‘To-day, by half-past twelve, there must have 
been sixty or seventy ladies, but scarcely a coat, in tle 
house. Indcel, the numbers of the former are so much 
in excess of these of peers, ambassadors, and so forth, 
all eombined, that it would seem as if they were the 
actors in the scene, the others admitted on sufferance. 
The Earl of Derby, in the blue and gold Windsor uni- 
form, came into the house about this time to lead his 
daughter to her seat. He shortly afterwards appearcd 
in his robes, together with the Earl of Donoughmore, 
and followed by the Earl of Stanhope, the Duke of New- 
castle, and many other peers, who now becan to come 
in in large numbers.

existing, and certainly met a very different fate to that which 
awaits the amendment moved by the noble lord (cheers). 
Was that the position of the Government of Lord Derby ? 
True, our measures were not successful, and this is not sur- 
prising, when they were brought forward in a Parliament of 
which only one-third were our supporters. I doubt whether 
any measures could have been brought forward, however ma- 
tured, however happily adapted to the circumstances with which 
they were intended to cope, that would have been successful in a 
Parliament so constituted. We knew our measures could not 
be carried ; and it was a just reason for advising her Majesty 
to appeal tothe country under the circumstances. Low, 
Sir, Í think I have sucessfully shown that the circum- 
stances in which Lord Melbourne was placed in 1841 were very 
different to those now appealed to as a justification for the 
course taken by the noble lord.

Tue ArMstrone GuN Factory AT NEWCASTLE-ON- 
Tyxe.--The factory tor the manufacture of Sir William 
George Armstrong s rifled ordnance at the Elswick 
Engine Works, Newcastle-on-Tyne, to the rapid rise of 
which Sit George Grey alluded at the Arnistrong dinner 
recently held in that town, is now nearly completed, 
and will shortly be brought into full use. It consists ot 
five distinct buildings, or “ shops,” as they*xre technically 
termed, and of these, one, the largest, is alre ady finished, 
and the others are in an advanced stage of completion 
The first shop was commenced in July last vear, and is 
312 feet in length. It is entirely devoted to blacksmit!,’s 
work, and will be fitted with enormous furnaces, and 
forge-hammers for welding the coils of which the body 
of the gun is composed. The magnitude of these is such 
thet one of the anvil blocks recently cast for this shop 
weighed no less than 21} tons. Of the four smaller 
shops two of them are for the manufacture of the mí; 
chinery in connection with the mechanical part of the 
gun, one is expressly for making the shot and shell, and 
the fourth is a “ fitting shop.” In addition to these, se- 
veral other buildings in connection with the ordnance 
works are about to be commenced. ‘The work of cast 
ing has already begun, and a 70-pounder gun was turned 
out last week, and when the whole of the shops now 
built are completed the factory will turn out guns of 
various sizes at the rate of tour per week. Great strict- 
ness is to be observed as regards the men employed at 
the works. Each is to have assigned to him his own 
position, and beyond it he is not to be allowed to ad- 
vance,
